ty is such that “ a nuclear at­ 
tack against the United States 
on any scale would assure the 
devastation of the Soviet Union 
in a retaliatory blow.” 


“The com mittee finds the bal­ 
ance of risks weighted in fa- 
vor of the treaty.” the report 
asserted. 


“ It is possibly by testing un­ 
derground that the Soviet Union 
will slowly erase the technolo­ 
gical lead the United States pos­ 
sesses in some critical areas of 
nuclear development. 
"But it 
is equally true, as 
the hearings indicated, that this

GOV’T EMPLOYEE PAYROLLS 
NEARING S45 BILLION MARK 


It costs approximately $45 billion a year to meet the 
payroll for the 95 2 million Federal, state and local 
government civilian employees. Tax Foundation, Inc. 
noted todav. This figure does not include the $13.1 
billion military payroll. The Foundation estimates that 
one of every seven employed persons in the U. S. today 
works for the Federal, state or local government. 
At last count there were 2.5 million civilian work­ 
ers employed by the Federal government inside and 
outside the continental U. S.—not only in Washington, 
D. C., but scattered generously throughout the 50 
states. 
Federal civilian payrolls are now nudging $16 billion 
a year, about half again as much as ten years ago. 
The Federal civilian working force has slowly edged 
up in recent years although 175.000 quit their Federal 
jobs every year, according to one estimate. 
The fiscal 1964 budget would add 36,000 to the rolls. 
One Congressman figured that this would be adding 
workers at the rate of one every 15 minutes of the day 
for a year. 
There were approximately 6.9 million state-local gov­ 
ernment workers in 1962 as against 4.5 million count­ 
ed only ten years before. The cost of the state-local 
government payroll, now approximately $31 billion an­ 
nually. has been climbing, too. In 1952, state-local gov­ 
ernment payrolls were less than half as much. 
Last year, coming on top of prior pay increases, Con­ 
gress approved a two-stage pay raise for postal and 
“classified" Federal workers, the first of which took 
place last year. The second takes effect January 1, 
1964. It was estimated this would raise fiscal 1963’s 
budget to the tune of $504 million. The total annual 
cost, when fully effective would be about $1.1 billion. 
The President has asked for pay raises for some Fed­ 
eral workers this year. Already Congress has been 
called on to raise the pay of the military by almost 
$1 billion a year. Suggestions have been made that 
Congressional salaries be raised to $35,000 a year 
(from $22,500). Supreme Court

Democrats can get little solace from a poll conducted 
by Congressman Richard H. Ichord. Democrat, of the 
Eighth Missouri district. It showed the constituents 
of that Democratic stronghold unfavorable to most 
Kennedy proposals. 
Here are the results of the poll as reported in the edi­ 
torial column of the Columbia Missourian: 
A public opinion poll taken recently by Congressman 
Richard H. Ichord (D-Mo.) among voters of his 8th 
Missouri District psoduced stands on several major 
national issues which merit attention. 
Taken from a relatively fair sampling of 7,000 per­ 
sons, the poll revealed 75.2 per cent of its participants 
favored adoption of a constitutional amendment to 
permit optional non-denominational prayer in public 
schools. 
More than 54 per cent of those polled opposed leg­ 
islation to provide medicare for the elderly. Fifty-eight 
per cent opposed federal aid to education in schools be­ 
low college level for teachers’ salary increases or con­ 
struction. 
Ninety-one per cent, or 5.460 of these polled, favored 
curtailment or abolition of foreign aid. Of these, 4.399 
favored aid reduction and 1,061 favored its abolition. 
Other poll results showed 65 per cent of the partici­ 
pants were in favor of continued United States partici­ 
pation in the United Nations, and 58.1 per cent fa­ 
vored federal income tax reduction. 
Finally 56.7 per cent of those polled favored total 
abolition of such federal farm measures as acreage 
allotments and price supports. 
Some may disagree with the majority poll opinions, 
but they will be hard put to attack taking of the poll 
without assailing democracy’s foundations. 
The poll has definite regional value, and Congress­ 
man Ichord deserves commendation for giving his 
constituents the opportunity to speak their minds.

GOV’T EMPLOYEE PAYROLLS 
NEARING $45 BILLION MARK 


It costs approximately $45 billion a year to meet the 
payroll for the 9J2 million Federal, state and local 
government civilian employees. Tax Foundation. Inc. 
noted todav. This figure does not include the $13.1 
billion military payroll. The Foundation estimates that 
one of everv seven employed persons in the U. S. today 
works for the Federal, state or local government. 
At last count there were 2.5 million civilian work­ 
ers employed by the Federal government inside and 
outside the continental U. S.—not only in Washington, 
D. C , but scattered generously throughout the 50 
states. 
Federal civilian payrolls are now nudging $16 billion 
a year, about half again as much as ten years ago. 
The Federal civilian working force has slowly edged 
up in recent years although 175,000 quit their Federal 
jobs every year, according to one estimate. 
The fiscal 1964 budget would add 36,000 to the rolls. 
One Congressman figured that this would be adding 
workers at the rate of one every 15 minutes of the day 
for a year. 
There were approximately 6.9 million state-local gov­ 
ernment workers in 1962 as against 4.5 million count­ 
ed only ten years before. The cost of the state-local 
government payroll, now approximately $31 billion an­ 
nually, has been climbing, too. In 1952, state-local gov­ 
ernment payrolls were less than half as much. 
Last year, coming on top of prior pay increases. Con­ 
gress approved a two-stage pay raise for postal and 
“classified” Federal workers, the first of which took 
place last year. The second takes effect January 1, 
1964. It was estimated this would raise fiscal 1963’s 
budget to the tune of $504 million. The total annual 
cost, when fully effective would be about $1.1 billion. 
The President has asked for pay raises for some Fed­ 
eral workers this year. Already Congress has been 
called on to raise the pay of the military by almost 
$1 billion a year. Suggestions have been made that 
Congressional salaries be raised to $35,000 a year 
(from $22,500). Supreme Court

would be raised, if this suggestion were adopted, from 
$35,000 to S60.000.

Democrats can get little solace from a poll conducted 
by Congressman Richard H. Ichord, Democrat, of the 
Eighth Missouri district. It showed the constituents 
of that Democratic stronghold unfavorable to most 
Kennedy proposals. 
Here are the results of the poll as reported in the edi 
torial column of the Columbia Missourian: 
A public opinion poll taken recently by Congressman 
Richard H. Ichord (D-Mo.) among voters of his 8th 
Missouri District psoduced stands on several major 
national issues which merit attention. 
Taken from a relatively fair sampling of 7,000 per­ 
sons, the poll revealed 75.2 per cent of its participants 
iavored adoption of a constitutional am endment to 
permit optional non-denominational prayer in public 
schools. 
More than 54 per cent of those polled opposed leg­ 
islation to provide medicare for the elderly. Fifty-eight 
per cent opposed federal aid to education in schools be­ 
low college level for teachers’ salary increases or con­ 
struction. 
Ninety-one per cent, or 5.460 of these polled, favored 
curtailm ent or abolition of foreign aid. Of these, 4.399 
favored aid reduction and 1,061 favored its abolition 
Other poll results showed 65 per cent of the partici­ 
pants were in favor of continued United States partici­ 
pation in the United Nations, and 58.1 per cent fa­ 
vored federal income tax reduction. 
Finally 56.7 per cent of those polled favored total 
abolition of such federal farm measures as acreage 
allotments and price supports. 
Some may disagree with the majority poll opinions, 
but they will be hard put to attack taking of the poll 
without assailing democracy’s foundations. 
The poll has definite regional value, and Congress­ 
m an Ichord deserves commendation for giving his 
constituents the opportunity to speak their minds.
